SUICIDE BY 
TAKING ACID 


Young Italian Despond­ 
ent When Betrothed 
Jilts Him Takes Life 


Gianni Simi, 21 years of age, a 
native of Lucca Italy, committed 
suicide last Monday, by drinking the 
contents of a one ounce bottle of 
carbolic acid at Botto and 
Pigeo’s 
saloon north Main street, near Jack­ 
son Gate, where he had been hoarding. 
The suicide wa3 engaged to be 
married, it is claimed, on August 1st. 
However, Miss Albina Davalle, his in­ 
tended fiancee, claims the ceremony 
was to have taken place the Sunday 
coming. Both parties had all arrange­ 
ments made for the wedding ceremony. 
They had visited Ginocchio’s store and 
made purchases, which were wrapped 
and stored back of the counter waiting 
some one to call for them, they also 
visited the Red Front and Giovannoni’s 
and purchased various things to help 
outfit the new place of residence. 
At 
White’s furniture store a complete set 
of furniture was ordered. 
On Monday morning Simi entered 
White’s furniture store, and told the 
proprietor he wanted his order can­ 
celled, and wished to get his deposit 
on the same returned. 
He explained 
to White that his girl would not marry 
him at the last minute and added, “ I 
feel very bad, I don't care to live any 
more. ’ ’ 
Simi had ordered a suit of clothing 
at Cuneo’s store and he also cancelled 
this order. He invited several friends 
to drink at the Last Chance saloon,and 
also at the California hotel. 
He 
visited A. Scatena, a cousin of his 
financee, who lives directly opposite 
his intended’s home on Bright Avenue, 
and then left for his home, arriving 
shortly before 3 p. m. 
A fter taking 
several bundles up to his room, he re­ 
turned to the back room and told 
Charles Botto, one of the proprietors 
of the place, that he had taken poison. 
Botto not believing what his boarder 
was telling him laughed at him and 
said he was crazy; walking away, 
but Simi again declared he took poison 
and gasped, as he fell to the floor, 
“ Call the doctor." Botto realizing 
that something was wrong, hurriedly 
called Dr. Gall and then tried to fill 
the victim with whiskey and sweet 
oil, but the unfortunate man’s throat 
was so badly swollen that he was un­ 
able to swallow anything. 
Dr. Gall arrived as the 
suicide 
breathed his last. 
Miss Davalle when seen at her home 
on Bright Avenue directly after the 
affair, was on the verge of collapse, 
and 
sobbingly told of 
how her 
lover had on a number of occasions 
threatened her and himself. 
She de­ 
clared he was of an extremely jealous 
temperament, and objected to her even 
conversing with male friends. 
She 
said he had seen her only the night 
previous and had promised her he 
would call again on the day of his 
fatal act. However, he did not show 
up and as she and her mother sat wait­ 
ing for him to appear, news was 
brought them of the tragic ending of 
his life. 
Both mother and daughter 
seemed greatly grieved over the sad 
and sudden death of one who was 
about to become a member of the 
family, as the daughter declared she 
would have marred him had he con­ 
sented to have the ceremony take 
place on the coming Sunday. 
Simi 
however, objected to the date, insist­ 
ing upon having the ceremony held on 
the first of August 
At the examination held in super­ 
visors room at 9 a. m. Tuesday, July 
19, Dr. Gall testified of finding the 
victim in a dying condition, as the 
result of having swallowed carbolic 
acid in the bar room of Botto’s saloon 
on north Main street, just below the 
Greek church. Botto, one of the saloon 
proprietors was next called and testi­ 
fied of the victim’s dying condition, he 
said Simi hoarded with him several 
months, and appeared to be a fine 
fellow. He also told of the deceased’s 
resignation at the mine, and asserted 
he did not know where the poison was 
obtained which destroyed the young 
man’s life, he also declared that he 
never knew the man to drink exces­ 
sively. 
Geo. Gionietti was sworn and 
testified he was living at the Kennedy 
boarding house, and employed by the 
Kennedy mining company. 
He as­ 
serted th a t the deceased was a first 
cousin to him, aged 21 years, born in 
Italy, he said his deceased cousin told 
him Sunday night he inten ed leaving

the printed ballots were by Geo. W. Lucot, democratic as- 
pirant for sheriff, and E. P. Smith, republican 
candidate for 


county surveyor. 
So the book is closed, 
and cannot be re- 


opened for further entries. In the complete list of candidates 
who have filed inthis county, it willbe noticed that it is far 
from complete as far as state offices are concerned. 
For in- 


stance, of the five candidates 
for governor 
on the republican 


side, only 
two—Curry and Anderson —have 
filed petitions 


here. 
Amador is a comparatively small and sparsely settled 


county, and a number ofcandidates 
have found it convenient 


and easier to get the requisite number of signatures inother 
sections. 
For county and township offices the listis.finished, 


and <*ready for the sifting out process at the hands 
of the 


party voters 
on the i6th of August. 
Only the 
two great 


political parties —republican and democratic —are represented 
locally, although 
three 
or four others willhave a place on 


the primary ballot. 
There are a couple of vacancies in the 


county ticket on either side. 
The republicans have no can- 


didate for county clerk, nor yet for supervisor in township 
five. 
The democrats are short on school superintendent 
and 


county surveyor. 
In contests, the republicans have 
a small 


controversy 
over corouer and public administrator. 
This is 


\:a mere zephyr compared 
with the hurricane that is shaking 


the democratic craft on the proposition of the rival candidates 
for sheriff. 
, 


Township 5 seems 
to be a very harmonious family. Ithas 


the distinction of being the ouly division of the county where 
there is no contest insight for township offices. 
The 
three 


incumbents —republican 
justice and 
democratic 
supervisor 


and constable —are left with their right of continued 
posses- 


sion of their respective 
offices unchallenged, 
so far as the 


present outlook indicates. 
In townships 
two and four there 


seems 
to be a disposition 
to allow the justices of the peace 


to pass 
up to the 
voter with only one candidate 
on the 


ballot. 
For the rest of[the positions there promises to be a 


lively scramble.

sens toward the surface. 


The theory that sunspot activity sets 


up magnetic storms on the earth by a 
bombardment 
of negatively 
charged 


electrified 
particles is not confirmed 


by Dr. L.A.Bauer, who finds instead 
that Roentgen 
and ultra-violet 
rays 


from the sun give increased activity to 
earth currents already existing. 
Ex- 


amination 
of the records 
of 
obser- 


vatories 
showed that magnetic storms 


do not begin at ;absolutely 
the same 


instant of timeall over the world, as 
was supposed. 
The storms 
instead 


progress 
around the earth, the 
feeble 


ones making the complete circuit in 
three or four minutes, 
while 
those 


strongly 
affecting 
the 
compass 
may 


take half an hour or more to get 
com- 


pletely around. 
Besides the electrified 


particles coming from the 
sun, 
there 


are radiations that do not carry electric 
charges. 
Both Roentgen 
rays 
and 


ultra-violet light make the air a better 
conductor of electricity, 
or "ionize" 
it,and the 
observations 
seem 
to in- 


dicate that the magnetic 
disturbances 


are due to this action, 
setting in mo- 


tion electric currents brought about by 
the 
atmosphere 
cutting 
across 
the 


earth's 
lines of magnetic force. 
As 


the currents 
get lower down in the 


atmosphere— more strongly 
affecting 


the compass— their velocity is checked.

A scheme 
for a British scientific 


system of weights and 
measures—em- 


bracing one of the best features of the 
metric system— has been suggested 
to 


Thomas Parker, of Ironbridge, 
Salop, 


by the striking discovery that 1 cubic 
inch of water at 50 deg. C, 122 deg. 
F., weighs exactly 250 British standard 
grains. 
Without change 
of 
values, 


therefore, he proposes 
to make 1 inch 


the unit of length, 1 cubic inch 
the 


unit of volume, and 1 "inch-weight" 
the unit of weight. 
A '"Q" weight 


ofiigrain is added 
for convenience. 


The 
avoirdupois pound 
being 
7,000 


grains, we have: 
1 "Q'* equals }£ 


grain; 1,000 "Q's" equal

The hand-grenade, 
the use of which 


was revived in 
the 
Russo-Japanese 


war, has been greatly improved by P. 
Marten-Hale, an Englishman in a shell 
that can be fired a quarter of a mile 
from a gun or thrown by hand at short 
range. 
A charge of tonite, 
a safely- 


handled but very powerful explosive, 
is inclosed in the annular 
space, 
be- 


tween a steel tube h% in diameter 
and 


a much smaller inclosed tube. 
To the 


fixed plate closing one end of the shell 
can be screwed a rod 10 inches long, to 
be inserted in a rifle barrel, 
and to 


the other end 
a detonator, 
with ful- 


minate cap, is screwed just before use. 
A ring of 24 segments 
fitted on the 


shell near the detonator

Under the direct primary law the 
matter of fillingvacan- 


cies on a party ticket is not clearly understood. 
Under the 


old convention system the central 
committee 
of each party 


was authorized to fillvacancies, whether left intentionally by 
the nominating convention, or occurring afterward by resig- 
nation, removal or other cause. 
The primary law, however, 


materially curtails their power in this regard, 
Up to the 


primary election 
the nominations 
are left entirely in the 


hands of the party voters. 
Any vacancy on the ticket up to 


that time can easily be filled by writing the name 
of some 


person in the blank space left for that purpose. 
Even on the 


state ticket and congressional 
tickets 
vacancies 
have 
been 


left to be filledin by this method. 
And no minimum limit 


has been fixed as to the number of written names necessary 
to constitute a nomination. 
A few names are just as efficieut 


as many. 
This pencil nomination process is one to be han- 


dled with caution, and withthe consent of the individual who 
is selected as the intended 
nominee. 
To force a person on 


the ballot in this 
way, without knowing beforehand 
whether 


he willaccept the position is a dangerous proposition, more 
apt to injure than benefit the party resorting to it. 


The county central committee 
is expressly authorized by 


the primary law to fill any 
flvacancy that may occur after 


the primary election.'* 
This implies that the committee has 


no control whatever 
over failures of the party voters to fill 


the ticket. 
Vacancies that pass the primaries unfilled must 


remain unfilled. 
But in case of a vacancy arising by the 


removal or disqualification of a candidate regularly nomin- 
ated at the primaries, the central committee is authorized 
to 


fillsuch vacancy. 
That is a necessary 
and proper power to 


be confided to the committee, but to extend it so as 
to in- 


clude vacancies under all circumstances 
would be an unwar- 


rantable stretch of authority, virtually defeating 
the vital 


principle of the direct primary law.

Thornberg w as entrusted with a pay 
check, calling for $52.02, and promised 
tojeash the sam e in ¡Volcano for his 
companion, 
nam ed 
Hosenfelt. 
H e 
cashed the check and went on a spree, 
when he was arrested he still had $16 
on his person. 
H ad he spent the en ­ 
tire amount of $52.02 he would have 
committed a felony that would have 
sent him to s ta te prison, as any sum 
above $50 em bezzlem ent 
constitutes 
felony. 
The prisoner fortunately had 
$15 on his person as above stated, and 
th at saved him from being branded a 
convict. 
In view of the fa c t that the charge of 
felony was allow ed to be reduced to 


th a t of misdemeanor, Jud ge Wood did 
n o t feel th a t the d e fe n d a n t was en­ 
titled to much reduction of sentence 
on the latter ch arg e 
and 
therefor 
rendered his above stater! sentence.

MORE TROUBLE 


Tribileoek 
Sentenced Fine 


of $50 for Cruelty 


C harles Tribileoek, who w as arrested 
on th e charge of cruelty and had a 
hearing before Judge Fred V. 
Wood, 
in th e superior court several weeks 
ago. and allowed to go free on proba­ 
tion, on promise that he would live a 
peacef, 1 and quiet life and support his 
fam ily properly, was arrested again 
on Tuesday evening by sheriff Gre­ 
gory, and in default of bail 
landed in 
jail. 
Tribileoek is said to h ave abused 
his w ife and child on S atu rd ay and 
Sunday last, by whipping the infant 
with a strap, and also by hittin g bis 
wife with a green tomato. 
The abuse 
becam e so severe that the unfortunate 
w ife was compelled to seek protection 
from neighbors. 
She was taken into 
the home of a kind friend and made 
comfortable. 
Tribileoek on returning 
from work made inquiries as to his 
w ife’s whereabouts and a f te r learning 
where she was sheltered, w e n t to the 
place and demanded that she accom­ 
pany him home. 
The w ife refused to comply with his 
demands, and after th reaten in g 
all 
connected with the affair he left the 
place. 
The probation officer, who was i n ­ 
instructed to report the care the child 
was receiving was inform ed by the 
b abys’ mother, of the cruel treatm ent 
it w as receiving at the hands of its 
father, whereupon a charge was sworn 
out and the arrest followed. 
Mrs Tribileoek said she had been 
m arried about 4 years, b u t only re ­ 
cently came to Jackson fro m Grass 
Valley, where her parents and rela­ 
tives all reside. 
She complains that 
she never received any m oney 
and 
had only been in town on one occas- 
sion, and, at that time she was com­ 
pelled to come down s tre e t without 
letting her husband know o f it. 
She 
asserted that he was always of a ner­ 
vous tem peram ent and becam e greatly 
angered a t the least trifle. 
On Wednesday the 
prisoner 
was 
given another hearing and sentenced 
to a fine of $50, which w as paid by 
relatives, and he was again turned 
loose. 
He returned to his 
home ar.d 
ordered Jcs. Mason who owns the pro­ 
perty, 1.0 not allow his w ife remove 
anything from the premises. 
How­ 
ever sheriff Gregory learned of the 
affair and politely informed Tribileoek 
that th e woman had a rig h t to w hat­ 
ever she choose to take belonging to 
herself and cautioned him 
not 
to 
create any further trouble. 


Story of Last 
Week’s Tragedy 


On J u ly 12th Mrs Annie G ardner and 
her little boy, 7 or 8 years old, was 
going to 
Sutter 
or 
M artells, 
and 
wanted 
my aunt to go along, 
but 
auntie would not go¿ as she w as afraid 
of the horse. 
So Mrs G ardner and the 
little boy went without her. 
Along 
about 4 :30 in the afternoon, 
I was 
standing by the side of th e 
house 
looking a t a surrey going up th e grade 
in fro n t of the house w ith three or 
four little children and tw o grown 
people in it. 
All a t once M rs Gard­ 
ner’s 
horse came running down the 
hill, hitched to the empty buggy, and 
ran r ig h t into the horses in th e surrey, 
hurting one of the horses slightly. 
Mrs G a rd n e r’s horse broke loose from 
the buggy, and ran home, 
which is 
about h a lf a mile from our house. 
I 
took a bucket ol' water and my little 
brother and started up th e road to 
look fo r Mrs Gardner and th e little 
boy. 
B efore we went 100 yards we 
saw th e little boy coming down toward 
our house, and he stopped and picked 
np a piece of the buggy seat. 
We took 
him dow n to 
our house. Then 
we 
went up the 
road to look foi 
Mrs 
Gardner, and found her 
ab o u t 
100 
yards from where we first saw the 
little boy, lying with her face down in 
a hole in the road. 
I then told my 
brother to go as fast as he could after 
the doctor and her husband. 
While I 
left th e A ustrian that was in the sur­ 
rey w ith Mrs Gardner until I could go 
back 
an d get 
Miss Delia Ford, who 
lives a quarter of a mile from 
our 
house. 
About half an hour afterw ard 
Miss F ord and I got back. 
D r. 
Lynch 
came, b u t he was too late, as she died 
as soon as he laid her down, 
as the 
Austrian had sat her up a g a in st the 
side of the bank 
Where the accident 
happened was on the road 
between 
Amador City and Oleta, 
which 
is 
known as the Culbert grade. 
The little boy is at our house, under 
the care of Dr. Lynch and M rs Allen, 
the train ed nurse from S u tte r Creek. 
He does not know that his m other is 
dead, an d we are in hopes w hen he 
gets b e tte r he wil be able to te ll us all 
about how the accident happened. Mrs 
Gardner was laid to rest by h e r father, 
Joseph Koch, who was also killed in a 
runaway about 23 years ago. 
A s soon 
as the little boy is able to tell us all 
about how the accident happened, 1 
will send you another letter.
